By now every one with a 
genuine interest in the lakes 
and rivers of Billerica, es- 
pecially the Concord River, 
with which this article deals 
mostly, knows that duck- 
weed is the consequence of 
pollution, due mainly to the 
nitrates from sewage filtra- 
tion ints up river. It is 
not due, as has been rumor- 
ed, to the carelessness of 
me estate upriver, whose 
‘owner imported it to feed 
‘this ducks, thus spoiling the 
river for everyone else, 
Duckweed, officially known 
as Lemna Minor, and thus 
obviously being just a case 
of juvenile delinquency 
among water weeds, is that 
green “scum” you see on 
the river. It is Nature’s way 
of ¢leaning up the river, and 
does have the advantage of 
reducing mosquito breeding, 
A Note on the Concord River 
The Concord River begins 
in Concord, with the junc- 
tion of the Assabet and Sud. 
bury Rivers, and flows down 
about 25 miles to the Merri- 
mack River, In this distance 
it only drops about two feet, 
or an inch a mile. It is bor- 
dered’ by meadows, which 
hold water in flood time and 
attract ducks and other birds 
and game, thus giving the 
river aystem its wild char- 
acteristics, altho ‘it is %o 
near Boston, Flood condi- 
tions and the slow run-off 
are not due to the dam at 
Talbot Mills in North Bill- 
erica, so much as they are 
due to narrow, shallow and 
rocky. channel thru ledge 
about a half mile up the 
river from this, Also, at the 
Fordway bar, a shallow sec-| 
tion at the Pollard Street 
bridge, there is a holding 
back of water. At times of 
flood there is as much as a 
three to four foot drop bet- 
ween the level water at the 
Talbot dam and the water a 
half mile up at the Fordway; 
bar, As-you may remember 
from earlier in this para-~; 
graph, there’s only a two- 
foot drop in 25 miles ordi-

It has reduced the pleasures

think you can’t go swimming 
in the Concord unless you 
are willing to take a bath 
upon exiting. 

For several years now The 
Billerica News has had 
items of some length upon 
the Concord River and pollu- 
tion. The Lowell Sun ran & 
series récently. And very re- 
cently our own citizen Mr, 
Bgbert Hans, who is a state 
conservation officer, poipted 
out in an article in the Sun 
that duckweed and pollu- 
tion are tied together, and 
only elimination of pollu- 
tion will eliminate duck. 
weed, He adds that the anti. 
Duckweeders must interest 
themselves in eliminating 
pollution. He speaks of sup- 
port of a new conservation 
bill, which will require more 
than fishing-season attention 
from those interested in our 
problems and some action 
on them. Selectman Forrest 
Parad has spent not a 
little time on this whole pro- 
blem with state officials, not 
only as part of the new wa- 
ter works activities, but ar 
a problem in itself. 

Last but not least, we 
now have a new Billerica 
Water Development Associa- 
tion, which is interested in 
all the waters of Billerica.

It is generally recognized 
that the Sudbury and Assa- 
bet rivers have in recent 
years become waste rivers. 
Since these two rivers flow 
Into'and make the Concord 
River further down, the 
Concord River must be con- 
sidered as a waste rive 

The pollution of the Sud- 
bury resulta principally from 
the fact that it carries off 
the effluent, of the Fram- 
ingham and Natick sewage 
filter beds, Framingham is 
the source of approximately 
three-quarters of this efflu- 
ent, and Natick the remain- 
ing quarter. The amount of 
water draining out of these 
filter beds into the Sudbury 
river actually exceeds the 
amount of water in the river 
at Concord. Evaporation ac- 
count for most of the. loss. 
1955 or 1956 should fi 
most of Framingham’s efflu- 
ent diverted to the Metro- 
politan sewage system as this 
construction work is com- 
pleted. 

Rivefside resffents and 
others using the Sudbury 
river consider this polution 
to be highly objectionable 
from the standpoint of sew- 
age odor, excessive marine 
plant stimulation and health 
considerations. This view- 
point ie held along the 
wliole length of the rivery 
system, including the Con- 
cord river too. 

‘The pollution of the As- 
sabet river also results 
from sewage effluent. An 
additiona] source of pollu- 
tion in this river is chemic- 
al and dye waste. A portion 
of the Assabet river fs fed 
into the American Woolen 
Company in Maynard, to be 
used principally as a vehicle 
to carry off such waste. The 
amount of_river water by- 
passing this mill varies with 
the amount of water in the 
river~ above the mill, In 
times of extreme drought a 
large percentage of river 
water flows thru the mill. 
This accounts, with other 


factors, for the greenish wa 
ter seen in the Concord in 
midsummer, so green that 
a motor boat coming dow: 
river in a spray of water, 
shows it to be green in the 
sun.

MIMIMUM WAGE 

The fedoral barrel 
wage Is a hardy legistative 
perennial. It has made its 
appearance in many past 
Congresses, it has had its

Some of {ts complexities and 
ramifications are well des- 
cribed in an information 
bulletin Di by the 
Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States. 

The minimum wage is 
simply a floor beneath 
which wages cannot legally 
fall. The proponents of ever- 
higher minimums argue 
that in periods of great 
business activity, such as 
those we have enjoyed with 
a few minor ups and downs 
ever since World War II 
ended, that floor should be 
lifted. Actually, wages have 
been rising steadily, and in 
brackets well above any ex- 
isting or geriously proposed 
legal yum. According 
to the bulletin, the average 
factory wage \rose from 

1.02 an hour In 1945 to 

1,85 ag of this June. In 
addition, over the last few 
[iow prices have been re- 

vely stable, ao the wage 
increases that have taken 
place di them have not 
deen offset higher living 
costs, Going back farther, 
the bulletin says that in 
1930-31 wholesale prices 
were at about the same level 
as in 1840—yet wage rates 
had increased by some 700 
per cent.

Commissioner of Natural Resources Arthur T. 
Lyman asked the cooperation of all sportsmen during 
the hunting season, which opened in this state on 
Thursday, October 20, to cut down the number of 
gunning accidents this year. 4 


Lyman pointed out that last season there were 3 
fatalities and 35 wounded during the hunting season. 
He said that a close check on the reports, on each 
showed that carelessness was the real cause. 


In admonishing hunters “to watch that muzzle”, 


Lyman issued the 10 COMMANDMENTS OF SAFETY 
in the handling of firearms, and suggests that every 
sportsman abide by such simple rules this season. 


THE TEN COMMANDMENTS OF SAFETY ARE: 


1. Treat every gun with the respect due a loaded gun. 
This is the cardinal rule of gun safety. 


2. Carry only empty guns, taken down or with the 
action open, into your automobile, camp or home. 


3. Always be sure that the barrel and action are 
clear of obstructions. 


4. Always carry your gun so that you can control the 
direction of the muzzle, even if you stumble, 


5. Be sure of your target before you pull the 
trigger.
